of  cloth,  if  not  of  corn  also.  And,  as  Intelligence  is  diffused  ami 
Knowlcdgi!  is  brought  to  bear  upon  the  most  intimate  and  homely 
relations  of  life,  the  cost  of  making  exchanges  — in  other  words,  the 
charges  and  profits  of  non-producing  Traders  —  must  and  do  decrease 
continually. 

But  this  by  no  moans  proves  that  Tnule  is  jioorer  nor  tliat  traders 
as  a  class  do  worse  than  formerly.  It  only  proves  that  the  number 
of  Tniders  can  not  and  do-  s  not  increase  in  proportion  with  the  In- 
crease of  Trade,  without  subjecting  them  to  the  necessity  of  taking 
smaller  and  still  smaller  profits.  Kvery  year  the  number  of  prodiie 
era  and  of  consumers  of  others'  products  increase,  as  also  the  aggre 
gate  of  products  exchanged.  Every  year  the  construction  of  Canals, 
Railroads,  Harbors,  Stcamsliips,  and  other  facilities  of  tmnsportation 
and  truffle,  imiK'lfi  greater  and  still  greater  production,  with  a  still 
larger  extension  of  Commercial  exchanges.  The  neighborhood  in  the 
Ohio  valley  which  ^vas  clad  in  liomespun ,  and  did  not  pay  ten  dollars 
to  each  person  for  all  its  purchases  from  others  half  a  century  since, 
now  wears  the  fiibrics  of  Old  J  ml  New  Kngland,  and  is  a  liberal  pat- 
ron of  the  spice-growers  of  botli  tho  Indies,  the  tea  of  China,  the 
coffeo  of  Drazii,  and  the  fish  of  Newfoundland  —  proliably  paying  thir- 
ty dollars  per  head  for  the  products  of  other  industry  than  its  own.

1800.  Trade  has  greatly  increased,  is  inerejising,  and  is  bound  to  in- 
crease even  more  rapidly  than  it  has  ever  yet  done. 

It  Ls  idle,  tliei-eforu,  to  say,  that  t'oininen-e  is  mined,  prostrate,  be- 
cause overilcine.  It  is  only  tile  possibility  r)f  making  fortunes  by 
Tnide  witii  no  dei-ided  capacity  for  the  voeulion  tliat  is  vaiiislilng. 
The  time  is  at  iiaiid,  if  not  alre;idy  upon  us,  wiien  the  mercantile  is 
to  take  rank  with  the  most  intellectual  and  arduous  of  the  Iil;eral 
professions.  The  nn.'rehaiit  (>f  the  next  age  must  be  a  genius  —  a 
financii-r  —  a  man  born  to  lie  an  efhcieiit  and  Iieneticcnt  distriinitor 
f  (lli^  liounties  fit  Xatuii',  of  the  proilucts  of  Iltmian  Labor.  If  he 
lack  these  es.<ential  cliaracteristics,  let  hiin  asph'c  to  be  anything  else 
ratlier  than  a  nicrehant,  for  iiis  own  sake  and  for  that  id'  others. 
.\n  iuconnietent  doctor  may  live  tiiough  ills  patients  siiould  not;  a 
poor  lawyer  may  ihimage  his  clients,  yet  pocket  their  fees;  a  thick- 
headed meridiiint  must  inevitably  ruin  botli  hiiiiself  and  his  trusting 
friends.  Tlie  chances  that  he  may  blunder  on  and  do'lgc  Itaiikriipt- 
cy  for  years  have  grown  less  and  less  until  they  are  very  nearly  extin- 
gui-hed. 

It  is  idle  and  mischievous  to  hope  for  large  profits  licnceforth,  save 
in  rare,  exceptional  instaiicos.  The  general  ililTiisioii  of  inteiligenco 
and  the  iniprovciuent  of  the  facilities  for  clirect  exchanges  between 
producer  and  c^msunier  render  extensive  and  i*egular  tr.ijic  fni  the  old 
basis  of  small  sales  and  large  jirotits  impossible.  If  the  flour-dealers 
of  New  England,  the  coal-dealers  of  New  Yfirk,  the  shoe-dealers  of 
Ohio,  will  not  supjily  their  customers  at  nioiierate  prices,  they  pro- 
voke competitors  to  supplant  and  destroy  them  ;  fir,  this  failing,  they 
incite  consumers  to  combine  and  buy  at  wholesale  a  cargo  of  flour,  of 
coal ,  of  shoes ,  for  themselves.  Any  serious  attempt  to  restore  tin' 
old  system  of  sales  on  long  ei-cdlts  to  customers  of  doubtful  solvency, 
but  at  such  high  prices  as  to  conipensat<^  for  the  risk  and  delay  of 
payment,  would  only  serve  to  impel  the  consuming  classes  to  witli-

Tlic  praetienl  choice  of  tlic  niercnntile  eiaes  lies  not 
between  largi;  and  small  jwr-centnges  on  tlioir  sales,  but  between 
small  ones  and  none. 

But  small  advances  on  cost  do  not  imply  small  profits.  On  the 
contrary,  there  never  was  a  lime  when  larger  profits  were  realizeil 
than  may  1h>  now.  Ut  us  supiios<',  for  exnnipli-,  tliat  New  Kngiand 
consumes  annually  ten  thousand  t()n.s  of  Western  llacon,  and  that 
the  quantity  so  con.sumeij  is  annually  inoreasinR.  Now  if  any  Itoston 
merchant  at  home  can  nuinagc  to  l«Tonie  the  channel  of  interchange 
between  the  producers  and  tl«'  consumers  of  half  those  Hams,  at  an 
average  net  profit  of  two  per  cent.,  assundng  the  Ilanis  to  be  worth 
$300  i>cr  ton,  that  merchant  or  hous*  wouM  rlejir  .•«:!H,(i(in  annually 
on  Bacon  alone.     So  with  Klour,  (irmerie.'t,  and  everything  I'lse. 

These  then,  are  the  cs.«eiitiiil  liascf  of  a  prrmtable  iinil  fi\(e  lra<le  in 
tlio  future  — first,  ability  to  supply  tlie  public  demand  on  as  favom- 
blc  terms  as  any  one  else  can  olTer  ;  sii-ondly,  univcr.sal  knowledge  of 
the  fact,  and  a.»suranc(^  that  it  may  be-  relieil  on.  U't  n  Bostim  deal- 
er in  Klour,  or  Meats,  or  Cloths,  or  anything  else,  Iw  able  to  supply 
all  New  Kngland  with  whatever  he  deals  in  at  the  lowest  i)ossible  rate, 
and  let  all  New  Kngland  be  assured  of  the  fact  that  he  can  and  I»i7/ 
do  so,  and  his  fortune  is  made.  No  nnitler  tlu)ugh  his  average  net 
profit  should  range  even  lielow  one  \wr  cent.,  his  annual  income  must 
exceed  his  neces.sary  expenses  by  tlionsands  of  dollars. 

The  merchant,  therefi>re,  vho  aims  to  succeed  in  business  must 
aim  at  these  two  j-oints  —  first,  to  lie  sure  that  he  can  satisfy  a  wide 
demand  for  the  articles  he  deals  in  on  tlio  lowest  jira.'tical  terms ;  sec- 
ondly ,  that  »verybo.ly  within  the  projier  scope  of  his  Imshicss  is  nia<lc 
aware  of  his  ability  and  confident  of  ids  disposition  to  do  so.  These 
points  attained,  he  h,-i.s  only  to  do  his  business  proiwrly  aJi  it  comes 
in  upon  him,  and  his  fortune  is  secure.

To  the  merehiint  or  dealer  who  is  sum  of  his  ability  to  flU  orders 
on  the  most  favorable  terms,  the  attainment  of  an  adeiinate  publicity 
Is  the  niatU-r  of  primary  concern.  If  his  circle  of  tnide  is  proiierly 
the  Couiity  in  wlilcli  he  lives,  then  he  should  take  effectual  measures 
to  let  every  family  in  that  County  kimw  what  he  sells  and  on  what 
conditions.  It  is  idle  to  s|s'ak  of  the  cost  ii.s  an  Impcliment  — he 
might  as  well  obj.><t  to  the  ci>st  of  sheltering  his  gmuls  from  bml 
weather,  protecting  them  from  theives,  or  dealing  tlii'in  nut  to  cus- 
tomers. All  the  other  cost  of  his  bii.sine.ss  is  incurred  without  ad 
i|Uate  motive  or  riturn  so  long  as  the  cssenllal  ilement  of  his  busi- 
ness is  neglected  or  sirinipiil.  If  his  liHatinii  and  his  st«k  only 
entitle  him  (o  exi«>et  the  lustom  of  his  own  township  or  neighbor- 
hisnl,  then  he  should  iiienr  the  exiH'Use  of  fully  informing  that  local 
ity.  Just  so  with  a  wholesale  merchant  who  luspires  to  a  custom  co- 
exten.sive  with  his  State,  his  section,  or  the  whole  I'liicm.  If  ho  Is 
pri'pared  to  .satisfy  so  wide  a  ilcmand  on  flivonibie  terms,  the  exiiense 
of  apprising  those  whom  he  ilc'sires  for  custoniers  of  the  nature  of 
his  business,  tlie  character  of  his  stink,  tlie  ninge  of  his  prices,  and 
the  reasons  why  he  shoulil  be  dealt  with,  is  one  which  he  cannot  re- 
fuse to  incur  withont  gross  incoinis'tency,  anil  ruinous  prfsligallty. 
By  thus  refusing,  ho  increases  his  exiK'n.-es  for  rent,  lights  and  fuel, 
clerk-hire,  &c.,  from  half  a  iier  cent,  to  tliri'e,  live  ami  in  some  cases 
ten  iier  cent,  on  his  aggngate  sales,  and  n'uders  it  inoiiiUy  impossible 
that  he  should  sell  at  a  profit  and  at  t\w  same  time  sell  as  cheaply  as 
his  more  enterprising  and  capable  rivals.  In  effect,  he  cimfesses  de 
feat  and  incaiiacity,  and  retreats  to  the  renrrank  of  his  vis'ation. 

Pome  men  who  know  enough  to  ailverti.se  are  yet  so  narrow  as  to 
confine  their  advertisements  to  journals  of  their  own  ereeil  or  party 
If  they  do  not  clioose  to  tnule  with  any  but  men  of  like  faith,  this  is 
wise ;  but  if  they  desire  to  have  the  whole  public  for  customers,  it  is 
otlierwise.
